As we have explained fo senior pysctT 
representatives at several meetings held) on the subject, 
the President's gool is to reduce the nukber of personnel 
driving vehicles to and from work in erder to conserve 
enerry and to reduce traffic congestion and air pollution.

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3. Comparisons drawn between urban locations and IMead- 
quarters in respect to fees, maintenance, and quslity of 
environrent @as stated in the reference are true, but are not 
relevent to the paid-parking program. Fecent paving work at 
the Headquarters compound is prinarily related to roadways 
and deteriorated curbing and is scheduled es routine but 
leng-overdue norral maintenance. Haintenance and irprove- 
rents in the parking areas are GEA responsibilities, and we 
will continue to press GSA to ensure proper uaintenance for 
both NPIC and 2439 "LT" Street, N.W., as well. 


4, Jt hes been suggested several tines that the psid- 
parkins prograz include personnel not presently assessed 
in order to reduce the impact on high-cost arenas, Under GSA 
puidance, the Asency may not subsidize parking fees by aver- 
acing costs for all employees. This situation is not unique 
jnasmuch a5 personnel parking st Rosslyn snd other commercial 
locations have paid fees for many years. While parking fees 
are certainly no incentive to attracting and retaining good 
personnel, they have mot proven to have a s¢rious impact on 
assipnients to hossiyn or etner commercial locations. 


S. Paid parking is obviously ean unipopular subject, but 
it's with us and the ¢irection comes from the Whito liouse. 
The propram wes developed by the Office of Mangpenent and 
Sudest after provicing en opportunity for afencies and depart- 
nents to coment. While these cenmments were considered, 
there was no ‘najor chanrea on tne finel outeere. The Adrin- 
istration approved the program and set it into operation. 
GSA wes directed to inplorent the vrosrer and to provide 
appropriate guidance and regulations. GEA recomized the 
tasking as onereus and one likely to cause rorale problers 

hrouchout gvovernment. Haring said that, CSA has dene a 
reasonable job and is follioving direction. Aay efforts by 
senior renapers to placate erployecs by encouraring the idea 
that fees can be recuced or exerptions ¢btained co a dis- 
service to tne Acency end are basically unfair to the er- 
ployees. Your personal support in impleresting this prosran 

nd the support of senior manasers, such as the POST, are 
noeded and epprecisrted.
